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Text of Bnai B’rith Resolution 


The Executive Committee of the Supreme Lodge of B'nai 


B'rith eneeting at Washington, D. C. February 4, 1952, after 


consideration of the Maclver Report and the action taken by 
the NCRAC and other agencies relating to such report and the 
studies and negotiations presently in process hereby makes 
known its policy and position with reference to these matters: 


1. B'nai B’rith as the member agency of the NCRAC ap- 
proves and ratifies the position expressed by its constituent, 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, in its Statement 
ot Views issued Oct. 21, 1951 and the votes of its delegation to 
the NCRAC plenary meeting held in Atlantic City, N. J. on Nov. 
26, 1951. 

2. B’nai B'rith deplores the coercive implications of the 
CJFWF resolutions on this subject adopted at the General As- 
sembly of the CJF WF in Chicago, on Dec. 2, 1951. These resolu- 
tions would substitute conformance to the CJFWF concept of 
unification of the community relations field for competence and 
performance of work in that field as the test in allocations of 
funds. 

We seek with C.FWF to reduce waste and inefficiency if 
any exists and to avoid duplication in the activities as well as 
in fund raising. It is to achieve this common end that B’nai 
Brith men and women are earnestly laboring for the commu. 
nity as a whole and B’nai B’rith agencies are among the bene- 
ficiaries of these joint fund raising endeavors. We shall con- 
tinue to pursue this policy where it does not violate the inherent 
rights, powers and responsibilities of our membership. 


3. It is the aim of B’nai B’rith that the NCRAC be 
tinued as the instrument to effect maximum cooperation and 
coordination among the community relations agencies. B'nai 
B'rith directs its representatives not to enter into, or authorize, 
or participate in any agreements or actions which would affect 
the autonomy of B’nai B'rith or its Anti-Defamation League.

4. Proposals for dismemberment of the ADL will affect 
adversely the whole Jewish community. B’nai B’rith has a long 
and honorable career in fighting anti-Semitism and in the field 
of community relations in which it has utilized its wealth of 
voluntary man and woman power in the interests of American 
Jewry. To lessen or destroy B’nai B’rith capacity to pursue this 
program would do irreparable harm to the Jewish community. 

5. We call on all Jews and particularly upon B'nai B'rith, 
its lodges, chapters and affiliates to recognize the threat to a 
democratic Jewish life implicit in the proposals for a single 
centralized community relations agency. Jewish life is not 
static; it is fluid. Its strength rests in its diversity and its 
democracy. 

6. The Executive Committee of,.B’nai B’rith assures ADL 
of its full support in carry out the above principles. We fer- 
vently seek a peaceable adjustment of this controversy within 
the framework of the democratic right to differ without pen- 
alty.”

Well-Planned Thefts Net 


Harvest of Torah Scrolls 


NEW YORK (WNS)—A black market in Torah scrolls 
here was indicated by a report in the Yiddish daily, The Jewish 
Morning Journal. 

The Journal disclosed a wave of robberies, which have 
been occurring almost weekly during the past few months, in 
which Torah scrolis have been stolen from synagogues, in ap- 
parently carefully arranged plans. 

The thieves uniformly have carried off the more valuable 
Scrolls, and seem to take scrolls from each synagogue in pro- 
portion to the number of scrolls that the synagogue has. Some 
Synagogues with ten scrolls reported the loss of three or, at 
the most, four scrolls. Synagogues with fewer scrolls reported 
the loss of proportionately fewer. 

To stop the theft wave, the N. Y. rabbinate is planning 
to warn all prospective buyers of Torah scrolls to insist the 
sellers submit proof of good and honest title.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Lines were drawn for a wajor battle in the American Jewish 
Committee this week as the B’nai B’rith offi -ially joined the American Jewish Commit- 


tee in the fight with the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds

Meanwhile in Indianapolis, Julian Freeman, CJFWF president, accused the Amer- 


ican Jewish Committee and the 
Anti-Defamation League of lay- 
ing down a smokescreen. 

“The MaclIver Report is 
the issue,” he declared. “The 
Chicago resolutions (of the 
CJFWF) are not-the issue. The 
issue is, and no smoke screen 
will hide the issue, will the 
agencies who signed the agree- 
ment at Atlantic City proceed 
with the continuing process of 
evaluation agreed on at Atlantic 
City?” 

Freeman asked the two agen- 
cies if they would “honor their 
own signatures?” 

The B’nai B’rith made its move 
at its executive committee meet- 
ing in Washington. It termed 
the proposals for coordination 
of the agencies in the Jewish 
civic defense field (the three ma- 
jor ones are the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of the B’nai B’rith, 
the American Jewish Committee 
and the American Jewish Con- 
gress) “a threat to democratic 
Jewish life.” 

The resolution directed 
ADL “not to enter into, or 
thorize or participate in any 
agreements or actions which 
would affect the autonomy of 
B’nai B'rith or its Anti-Defama- 
tion League.”

BLAME COUNCIL 

CJFWF was blamed tor 
the “coercive implications” of 
its resolution. “The resolution,” 
the B’nai B’rith charged, “would 
substitute conformance to the 
CJFWF concept of unification of 
the community relations field 
for competence and performance 
of work in that field as the test 
in allocations of funds.” 

Freeman, in one of the blunt- 
est speeches ever directed at the 
ADL and the AJCommittee, as- 
serted that the action at the 
Chicago general assembly “par- 
alleled the action at Atlantic 
city.” 

“On the resolutions committee 
that prepared the statements,” 
he said, “there sat men very high 
in the councils of the national 
agencies. It was certainly every- 
one’s intent and everyone’s un- 
derstanding that the resolutions 
adopted at Chicago paralleled 
those adopted at Atlantic City 
and added no new connotations.”

AGREEMENT UNANIMOUS 


At Atlantic City (NJP, Nov. 
30, 1951) the ADL and the 
AJCommittee joined with all the 
other civic defense agencies in 
signing unanimous agreement 
affirming a modified report of 
the Evaluative Committee on the 
MaclIver Report. Freeman said 
the agencies agreed to the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

1. That the reassessment pro- 
cess—that long-range planning 
should be continued. 

2. That there should be a con- 
tinuing process of joint program 
planning and that greater co- 
ordination will result. 

3. That national and local CR 
agencies play complementary 
rolls.

4. That the NCRAC should be 
strengthened. 

5. That equitable procedures 
be developed to relate financing 
to the joint planning of program. 

The B’nai B’rith blast at the 
CJFWF followed on the heels 
of a resolution passed at the an- 
nual convention of the AJCom- 
mittee (NJP, Feb. 15, 1952) ac- 
cusing the Council of seeking to 
make the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council 
“an authoritarian agency.” 

The Committee also charged 
that the Chicago resolution of 
the Council was “contrary to the 
action taken at Atlantic City.” 

THE BIG QUESTION 

What the next step would be 
in face of the flat ultimatum of 
the B’nai B’rith to its ADL not 
to enter into further negotiations 
if these would affect the auto- 
nomy of the ADL, was the big 
question. 

But in New York the NCRAC 
announced the first meeting ol 
“a Special Committee on Reas- 
sessment of goals in the com- 
munity relations field.” The 
meeting was set for March 3 by 
Irving Kane, chairman of the 
NCRAC. The American Jewish 
Committee was represented on 
the Committee by Pearson Nea- 
man, while Henry E. Schultz 
was the ADL member. 

Kane said that creation of 
the committee “marks a major 
step toward the effectuation of 
the resolution adopted in Atlan- 
tie City.” 


WANT ACTION 


Freeman, speaking to the an- 
nual meeting of the Indianapolis 
Jewish Welfare Federation, of 
which he is also president, as- 
serted that “long-patient com- 
munities want action.” 

Reviewing the history of ef- 
forts to secure coordination in 
the field, the Indianapolis indus- 
trialist said that as far back as 
1938 the agencies themselves 
“were close to developing a sin- 
gle common agency,” without 
any outside urging. 


“In 1941,” he _ related, the 
Wertheim Report of the Com- 
mittee “favored a single operat- 
ing agency. 

“In 1943, with the single ex- 
ception of the ADL, all of the 
agencies were in favor of a sin- 
gle operating agency. In 1944 we 
saw the erection of the NCRAC. 
a weak compromise, an attempt 
to set up a coordinating agen- 
cy.” 

He then told his hearers that 
all the agencies “agreed and put 
their signature on the dotted 
line” to the program adopted at 
Atlantic City. 

AUTONOMY RED HERRING 


Tracing the history of the ats 
tempts of the Committee and the 
ADL to repudiate the terms of 
the Atlantic City agreement, 
Freeman answered the charges 
of autonomy of the agencies. 

“Once again we hear the cry 
of autonomy and independence 
of agencies. Autonomous of 
whom, may I ask, and independ- 
ent of whom?” 

Freeman then turned to 
history of the agencies’ in 
field to “examine the basic 
poses of the agencies.” 

“In not one single instance,’ 
he declared, “was work in ,the 
public relations field one of the 
primary purposes for which they 
were created. They entered into 
the field of public relations—in 
some instances in a few years = 
and in some a few years later-—~ 
after the creation of the agency.

“As they expanded their work 
into this field of public relations 
the agencies no longer spoke on- 
ly for their members—they spoke 
for the entire community and 
on that basis asked for funds 
from the entire community.” 

Freeman insisted that 
agencies represent the 
community. “As long 
adhered to their original pur- 
poses, I think those agencies 
could quite possibly function as 
independent or autonomous bod- 
ies—but when they enter a field 
in which they operate—not just 
for their members—but for all 
of the community—then they are 
functional arms of the commun- 
ity, financed by a community 
and responsible to the commun- 
ity.”

IDEOLOGIES NOT REASON 


As for the claims of ideologi- 
cal differences, Freeman dis- 
missed them by insisting that 
“they certainly have little to do 
with cooperation or the lack of 
cooperation. 

“Differences in ideology have 
not prevented people working in 
the local Community Relations 
Councils from working togethe1 
effectively. The great majority 
of the national agencies do not 
see ideological differences as a 
stumbling block. It is quite in- 
teresting that the two agencies 
with the smallest possible ideol- 
ogical differences have the great- 
est overlapping and duplication.” 
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Foreman of Jury Which Freed Negro Receives Threatening Calls

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (NJP)—A Jewish business- 
man here for the last nine months has been living in 
a nightmare of telephone calls threatening his life. 

Maurice H. Dickstein, who last May was foreman 
of a jury which refused to send a Negro murder sus- 
pect to the electric chair, told The Post that “Not 
once in the past nine months has there been a letup 
in those anonymous calls that threaten my life. 

“Week in and week out they keep calling me, 
trying to worry me and to frighten me and my fam- 
uy.” 

He said he was ignoring them, but admitted he 
was concerned about them. 

“IT know,” he said, “they are coming from crack- 
pots who hate me because I’m a Jew and because 
the jury wouldn't take the life of a Negro. 


doing anything at the spur of the moment.” 

Dickstein headed a jury that acquitted a Negro 
whom police tried to link to a “phony” holdup of a 
filling station, during which another Negro and the 
operator of the station, allegedly in on the plan, 
were killed. 

When Dickstein announced the verdict, Judge 
Robert Wheeler issued a strong reprimand in which 
he said freeing the Negro was “poor encouragement 
to the faithful officers who handled the case.” 

The Judge added that the verdict will make it 
“increasingly hard to enforce law and order” and 
that the people could not expect better law enforce- 
ment “when such verdicts are returned.” He said 
he would have set aside the jury’s verdict were it 
in his power to do so. 

Dickstein immediately retorted that the Judge’s 


dignity.” 

“The twelve-man jury I headed,” Dickstein told 
The Post, “could not have sent to the electric chair 
any man—white, black, green or purple—on the 
flimsy evidence the state presented. 

“God gave us minds to think with and the ability 
to act on what we think is right. For using these 
God-given rights, we have been insulted.” 

He added, “Thank God for juries and for jurors 
who do not let emotion and prejudice color their 
decisions, 

“The worst thing that could happen to our sys- 
tem of justice would be to put juries under the 
thumb of judges. In a jury trial, juries decide guilt 
or imnocence, not judges.”

Only 27 Percent of N.Y. Jewish Children 
Attend Any Type of Jewish School 





NEW YORK (NJP)—Only 27% of the Jew- 
ish children in New York City, the largest 
single Jewish community in the world, attend 
any type of Jewish school, it was revealed last 
week. 

The disclosure was made by Dr. Azriel 
Eisenberg, executive vice-president of the Jew- 
ish Education Committee (JEC) of New York 
at the First Greater New York Assembly on 
Jewish Education. 

In his address before the Assembly, which 
the JEC sponsored with the cooperation of 57 
Jewish organizations, Dr. Eisenberg cited the 
following figures on Jewish education in the 
city where over 2,000,000 Jews dwell: 81,000 
Jewish children attend Jewish schools—36,000 
in Hebrew afternoon schools, 26,000 in one- or 
two-day a week schools, 16,000 in all-day schools 
and 3,300 in Yiddish schools. 

These children are enrolled in 595 schools— 
371 weekday afternoon schools, 76 one- or two- 
day a week schools, 86 all-day schools and 62 
Yiddish schools. Of the 4,500 teachers in these 
schools, not even half are licensed either on a

Dr. Eisenberg further noted that the 81,000 
registration figure was the largest to date. He 
reported that the all-day school had made the 
greatest progress in the past ten years while 
the Sunday school “as such is fast disappear- 
ing.” The afternoon Hebrew school has de- 
clined and still is declining, he declared, and 
expressed the hope that this network of schools 
would be strengthened. 

The Assembly approved the continuance of 
a survey of Jewish education in New York 
City currently in progress under the aegis of 
the JEC with the support of the local Federa- 
tion. Dr. Israel S. Chipkin, director of the 
JEC’s department of research and an officer of 
the American Association of Jewish Education 
(AAJE), told The Post that the survey was 
begun last month and will be coordinated with 
the national survey to be undertaken by Dr. 
Oscar I. Janowsky for the AAJE. He estimated 
the cost of the New York survey, which is ex- 
pected to take three years to complete, at 
$75,000.

Geerge Sokolsky Denies Report 
Sen. McCarthy-ADL Confah Secret 


NEW YORK (NJP)—A spokesman for Senator Joseph Me 
Carthy of Wisconsin this week denied the report that McCarthy’s 
recent meeting with representatives of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B'rith (ADL) on “matters of mutual interest” was secret, 
and disclosed some of what took place at the meeting. , 


In a letter to Nathan Ziprin, 
managing director of the Seven 
Arts Feature Syndicate—World- 
wide News Service, George So- 
kolsky, columnist, at whose be- 
hest the meeting took place, de- 
nied the report that a “wall of 
secrecy” had been placed around 
the meeting, deliberately bar- 
ring the press or other outsiders. 

Sokolsky said, “ -.. if you 
had called me on the telephone, 
I would have told you the story 
which I regarded just as a din- 
ner party and not as a great 
public gathering. 

PLANNED FOR HOME 

“It never occurred to me to 
issue a news release on a dinner 
party which was originally 
planned for my home.” 

Sokolsky explained that the 
meeting had been scheduled to 
take place at his home, as Zip- 
rin had reported, but because it 
was a Thursday night, we had 
to go to a hotel.” 

Sokolsky told why he had de- 
cided to bring the ADL leaders 
and the Senator together. “ .. 
wherever I discover misunder- 
standing, I like to bring the par- 
ties together. In most cases, the 
misunderstandings are cleared 
up, if both parties are honest 
and not polite.” 

The columnist continued, “In 
this situation, Sen. McCarthy 
had been told that the ADL was 
antagonistic to him and _ the 
ADL complained about some 
things Sen. McCarthy said and 
did. 

CONSTRUCTIVE 

“I think it was a very con- 
structive meeting,” Sokolsky de- 
clared. 

First, Sokolsky told Ziprin, 
“The suggestion in your column 
that Sen. McCarthy was concern- 
ed about the Jewish voters in 
Wisconsin I am sure cannot be 
very serious. All you have to do 
is look at the figures.” 

Nor is the Senator “in any 
way antagonistic to Jews,” con- 
tinued Sokolsky. “He is only an- 
tagonistic to Communists and

CORDUROY 
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BIG Hit By Freeman; 
No Coordination Seen 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—The blunt statement that there has 
been no coordination between the American Financial and Develop- 
ment Corporation and the United Jewish Appeal was made here 
last week by Julian Freeman, president of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds. 

Addressing the annual meeting of the Indianapolis Jewish Wel- 
fare Federation, Freeman charged the “leaders of the bond cam- 
paign” had “enunciated” a new policy of year round campaigning, 
with “no cessation of activity during welfare fund campaigns.” 

DEFYING CJFWF AND UJA 

This was being done, Freeman said, “in the face of resolutions 
adopted at the last two general assemblies calling for coordination,” 
and “in the face of the resolutions adopted at the last annual con- 
ference of the UJA.” 

Freeman, departing from his prepared text, also included the 
leaders of Israel in his charge, asserting he failed to find any 
“understanding of coordination in discussions on the matter with 
any of the leaders of Isracl.” 

*On the local level, Freeman said, coordination has been ex- 
cellent. 

“Those communities that set up well-functioniing, well-coor- 
dinating committees did well in both campaigns. Those without 
eoordination did badly in both campaigns.” 

MONTOR HAILED LOCAL COORDINATION 

He said the ‘success of the “local coordinating committees was 
applauded by the top level leader of the Bond organization,” with- 
out naming Henry Montor, who holds that position. 

Freeman attacked the position of the American Financial and 
Development Corporation, sponsors of the sale of Israel bonds in 
the U. S., which he said had been that the AFDCI were “represen- 
tatives of a sovereign state.” 

“Our communities are equally sovereign. It is the local com- 
munity that is the seat of power—it is the local community that 
is the seat of decision. Coordination will rest on local community 
action and no one nationally can force any community to any action 
it doesn’t want to do.” 

(The UJA rejected a proposal broached to it and the AFDCI in 
Israel recently for setting up of an independent year-round com- 
mittee in New York which would coordinate the drives of the two 
agencies in New York, where competition up until this time has 
been unabated (NJP, Feb. 1, 1952).

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Rabbi Hits Jewish Masons As Colleague Calls Masonic Sabbath

MINNEAPOLIS (NJP)—Masons and the Masonic 
Order figured prominently in Twin Cities’ rabbinical 
circles last week, While one Twin City spiritual 
leader ironically styled himself “envious” of the Ma- 
sonic Order, which “causes many Jews to act as 
though it holds primacy in their lives above Juda- 
ism,” another rabbi was extending to the member- 
ship of a Masonic Lodge an invitation to Friday eve- 
ning services. 

Rabbi Morris C. Katz, of the Orthodox Sons of 
Jacob Congregation of St. Paul, Minn., speaking be- 
fore a synagogue Men’s Club audience, scored Jews 
who do for Masonry what they would not consider 
doing for Judaism. 

Meanwhile, according to Louis Greene, columnist 
for The American Jewish World, local Anglo-Jewish 
weekly, Rabbi Morris Gordon, of Minneapolis’ Con- 
servative Adath Jeshurun Synagogue, invited the 
Khurum Lodge of the Masonic Order to attend Fri- 
day evening services at his synagogue Feb. 15th, and 
has arranged a Masonic Sabbath. Rabbi Gordon 
wrote the Masons, “I think your members will find 
the spiritual symbolism of the synagogue and the 
rich Hebraic music of the cantor and choir, who 
chant in the language of the Bible, a source of in- 
terest and inspiration.” 

Greene noted that in inviting the Masons to the 
service, Rabbi Gordon was “taking cognizance of the 


firm link formed between the Masonic Order and the 
Jewish people because of the thousands of Jewish 
members embraced by the order.” The Adath Jesh- 
urun Synagogue numbers many Masons on its mem- 
bership roles. 

Rabbi Katz told his hearers, “I am jealous of the 
Masonic Order, which can lure capable men away 
from being active in and heading worthy Jewish or- 
ganizations and cause them to devote most of their 
free time to the demands of Masonry.” 

A forthright spokesman for traditional Judaism, 
Rabbi Katz averred that Masonry “has enthused 
some of its Jewish followers to the extent of talking 
and acting as though each were saying, ‘First, I am 
a Mason.’” He told of an instance where a Jewish 
Mason at a synagogue meeting defended fellow Ma- 
sons with the contention, ‘They are honorable men 
and will not lie! They are MASONS!’ “implying,” 
said the rabbi, “that as Jews they will lie, while as 
Masons they will not lie.” 

He stated that Masonic loyalties are so great as 
to restrain one Mason from criticizing another in 
Jewish organizational life even at the expense of 
Jewish organizations or congregations. 

“I am jealous of the Masonic Order which in- 
spires Jews to devote many hours each week for 
numerous weeks to study the required subject mat- 
ter for advancement in Masonry and to seek out 
other Masons to serve as instructors,” Rabbi Katz 
said. “Many of these same individuals contend that 


they do not have the time to attend the synagogue 
or to join any type of a synagogue study group. 
Certainly they do not seek out learned Jews for in- 
struction in Judaism.” 

Rabbi Katz termed himself “envious” of the Mas 
sonic Order “which has succeeded in captivating the 
minds and hearts of some Jews to the extent that 
they will blackball any aspirant to Masonry who has 
the temerity to criticize severely a Mason in any 


Jewish organization.” He stated that these same 
individuals “also endeavor to hinder the advance- 
ment of a Mason who has the courage to reprimand 


another Mason at a Jewish meeting, no matter how 
justifiably.” 

“I am envious of the Masonic Order which in- 
spires some of its members to request a Masonic 
Funeral Service in conjunction with a Jewish Service 
or that only a Masonic Service be conducted,” said 
the rabbi. 

On numerous occasions throughout his talk, 
Rabbi Katz repeated his ironic envy for Masonry 
“which has captivated Jewish loyalties oft-times at 
the expense of Judaism and Jewish institutions.” He 
called it a “problem with which every Jewish com- 
munity in the United States is faced,” and one that 
he has watched grow in extent and importance 
throughout his nineteen years in the rabbinate. 

Rabbi Katz named “prestige and business con- 
siderations” as primary reasons that Jews seek 
affiliation with the Masonic Order.

BOSTON, Mass. (NJP)—Using Jewish motifs in 
dress and home furnishings is becoming a popular 
fad all over the country.

YEMENITES ADJUST TO ISRAEL 
VERY QUICKLY, SAYS JOHN HERSEY 


BY HELEN COHEN 

N spite of the many accounts 
I of Operation Magic Carpet 
which brought Yemenite Jews to 
Israel, most of us still are more 
than a little vague on the sub- 
ject of Yemenite Jewry. 

John Hersey, author of “The 
Wall,” has been on a visit to 
Israel, and his piece in the Nov. 
issue of The New Yorker maga- 
zine, as A Reporter at Large, not 
only gives us, with a few strokes 
of his reportorial brush, a clear 
insight into those little-known 
coreligionists of ours, but helps 
us realize more fully that adher- 
ents of Judaism were persecuted 
not alone by Christendom, with 
its natural antipathy to this reli- 
gion, but simply as a minority 
group. 


° 
ERSEY writes, “ .. . the 
Yemenites, whose mass 


immigration to Israel was com- 
pleted a year ago September, have 
made a.prodigiously rapid adjust- 
ment to life in Israel 

“The Yemen, from which they 
emigrated, is a Moslem country in 
the southwestern corner of the 
Arabian peninsula, adjoining the 
British protectorate of Aden. 

“The fifty thousand Jews liv- 
ing in The Yemen at the end of 
the Second World War constitut- 
ed one of the most ancient Jewish 


communities in the world, and. 


one of the most oppressed, most 
guilt-ridden, and most ecstatically 
religious. 

“The Yemenites believe that 
they are descendants of the tribe 
of Judah and that all other Jews 
are of the tribe of Benjamin; that 
they settled in the Yemen as re- 
fugees at the time of the destruc- 
tion of the First Temple, in 586 B. 
C.; that the sufferings they un- 
derwent in The Yemen at the 
hands of Islam were brought on 
by their forefathers’ sin in fail- 
ing to return to Jerusalem when 
Ezra, the revivalist of Judaism, 
commanded. 

“Jews were despised and brow- 
beaten in the Yemen. They were 
enclosed in ghettos; some were 
cave dwellers. They paid taxes 
for “protection.” They were not 
allowed to own land, or to enter 
public service, or to emigrate. 
They had to dress in drab colors. 
They were not allowed to ride 
horses, and if they rode donkeys, 
they had to ride sidesaddle, as if 
they were all women. If a Jew 
touched a Moslem’s clothes, had 
to foot the laundry bill. A Jew 
overtaking a Moslem was obliged 
to go by him on the left side, 
Since in those parts Satan, like 
a hurrying driver on American 
highways, is supposed always to 
pass to the left. The sounding of 
the shophar, the ceremonial ram’s 
horn, was forbidden, and Jewish 
Services had to be conducted in 
a murmur. 

“Jews in the Yemen were beg- 
gars, petty venders, menial work- 
ers, or, at best followers of pains-

‘ drove many Jews of The 
Yemen to emigrate illegally to 
Aden; some four thousand of 
them were helplessly gathered 
there by the end of the war. 

“After the State of Israel was 
formed, the British government 
announced that it would permit 
the Yemenite Jews to leave Aden 
for Israel. Thereupon, the Yemen 
opened its gates and a mass exo- 
dus to Aden took place. 

“The Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee chartered six Douglas Sky- 
masters, and these transports, 
built to seat forty-eight but carry- 
ing a hundred and thirty Yem- 
enites in each load, evacuated 
from Aden nearly fifty thousand 
Jews, all told. The hyper-religious 
Yemenites were convinced that 
they were living through a Bibli- 
cal miracle, and that theirs was a 
literal repetition, a wondrous deja 
vu, of the exodus from Egypt. 
(Ye have seen, the Lord said to 
Moses on Mount Sinai, how I bore 
you on eagles’ wings, and brought 
you unto myself.) 

“By the time the Yemenites 
reached Israel, they were exhaust- 
ed and sick. Two out of every five 
of them had active malaria; 
eighty per cent had trachoma; 
every second one had a skin dis- 
ease or ulcerous scores. Their 
malnutrition was alarming. 
Three-year-old children weighed 
less than fifteen pounds; adoles- 
cents looked half their age. But 
the Yemenites were experiencing 
a rapture of religious fulfillment, 
and the life in the reception 
camps is Israel, severe @s it was, 
seemed to them a marked allev- 
iation of their lot. 

“Israeli social workers had to 
start from scratch in the process 
of introducing the Yemenites to 
the mechanics of Western Civiliz- 
ation. When they gave the Yem- 
enites beds, the Yemenites craw- 
led under the beds to sleep. The 
Yemenites ate with their fingers, 
disbained toilets, and were stran- 
gers to all hygiene. They had no 
sense of time, whether of hours 
or years. The men would eat with 
the women, yet in the sleeping 
quarters men and women of three 
or four families would crowd to- 
gether, with agoraphobic _insis- 
tence, into cramped and airless 
corners. 

“The Yemenites learned, how- 
ever, with a marvellous, childish 
eagerness. The men cast aside 
their black gowns and put on Is- 
raeli shorts, though they kept 
their beards and earlocks. They 
displayed a cheerfulness of tem- 
perament and a tolerance for 
hard work much like those of the 
Italian immigrants to America 
early in this century.”

It is my moth- 
er’s family name, and there are 
none, outside of our immediate 
family, that we know of in the 
U.S. Biblically, the family only 
knows that it stems from the 
tribe of Levi.

PAGET is a romantic Jewish 
family name. Its root is the He- 
brew piut (poetry) referring to 
the lyric prayers contained in 
the holiday Book of Prayer. The 
Galician pronunciation of the 
Hebrew piut is “Payit” while the 
“y” is often transformed into a 
“g.”” Why your ancestor took the 
Hebrew term as his family 
name is conjectural. Perhaps he 
was a cantor who shone in the 
recital of the holiday prayers. 
Or he may have been enamored 
of Hebrew poetry. Paget is also 
a non-Jewish family name, borne 
by a distinguished British fami- 
ly. In this case the name refers 
to an apprenticed servant, or an 
assistant to a shepherd who was 
the original ancestor of the fam- 
ily.

WEIMAN is a trade name. 
It is the vernacular form of the 
term Weinman, a wine dealer. 
In Eastern Europe the’ wine 
trade was’ formerly a Jewish 
monopoly, perpetuated in a 
whole series of family names, 
Weiner, Weinherr, etc. Weiman 
(abbreviated spelling and all) 


is also a non-Jewish name, pop- 
ular in Western Germany. When 
borne by a non-Jew it refers not 
to a wine dealer but to a vint- 
ner, owner of a vineyard. 

The two largest groups -of 
Jews to enter Israel in 1951 
were 84,340 from Iraq andi 41,- 
101 from Romania.

Any of the Hamantaschen doughs given below may be used 
with any of the Hamantaschen fillings. The method of shaping 
Hamantaschen is given in the recipe immediately following. 

HAMANTASCHEN DOUGHS 
Number 1 
% cup melted butter 
1 egg 


“% cup milk 


2% cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

% cup sugar 
Mix well the flour, baking powder, salt, sugar, butter, egg 
and Knead well. Roll the dough out thin, and cut into rounds 2 
inches in diameter. Place a spoonful of Hamantaschen filling in 
center of each round, draw up three sides, and pinch sides together 
in the forra of a triangle. Place on a buttered cookie sheet, and 
bake at 375 degrees for 45 to 60 minutes until delicately brown.

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HE announcement of the candidacy of 
Rabbi Irving Miller for the presidency of 
the Zionist Organization of America is a per- 
fectly proper procedure, although The Post 
would have wished that in this year of pro- 
blems for the ZOA, the announcement had 
been hela up for at least until after Passover. 
But if the backers of Rabbi Miller believe 
that they could wait no longer, considering the 
needs for pushing their candidate’s campaign, 
they no doubt are willing to suffer whatever 
criticism attaches to this early action. 

However, nowhere in the announcement 
from ZINS, the Zionist Information Service 
organized recently by the group opposed to 
President Benjamin Browdy, nor in the speech 
of acceptance by Rabbi Miller, is there any men- 
tion of the crucial question of the stand of the 
new group on the tie of the ZOA with the 
general Zionist Party in Israel. 

There is plenty of time for Rabbi Miller 
to make known his position on this controver-

mann, who with Jacques Torczyner are the 
guiding geniuses of ZINS and the Miller organ- 
ization, did take a strong stand on the need of 
halutziut from the U.S., so there seems to be 
no intention to avoid issues, 

As for ZINS, which is nothing more or less 
than a private news agency set up to defend 
the position of the Neumann group, its position 
is unmistakebly clear. It opposes Mr. Browdy’s 
views, which support the agreement reached 
by the World Confederation of General Zion- 
ists that neither of the two general Zionists 
groups would seek identification with General 
Zionist parties outside of Israel. 

There is some confusion here. Mr. Torczy- 
ner contends that the agreement states no 
“further” ties, and therefore the present er- 
lationship between the ZOA and the General 
Zionist Party in Israel stands unaffected. This 
relationship was approved by the 1951 con: 
vention of the ZOA after a bitter fight. 

President Browdy has interpreted other 
wise and has conducted the affairs of the ZOA 
following the full intent of the agreement reach- 
ed at the World Zionist Congress. For this 
The Post has applauded him. No Rabbi Silver, 
Benjamin Browdy has been able to avoid many 
pitfalls which might have destroyed the ZOA in 
this crucial period of its history. For whatever 
reason his decisions in the past two years all 
have been salutary, and it ill behooves the op- 
position to attack a man of such great sincerity 
and devotion, even if he is not another Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The Post approves wholeheartedly the stand 
of Mr. Neumann and Rabbi Miller on halu- 
tziut. We are certain that the other candidates 
will assume the same strong position on the 
need for the development of a large-scale halu- 
tziut movement from the U. S. 

This is a victory for The Post which has 
consistently maintained that much a movement 
not only was possible, but was inevitable ff 
Zionism was to survive. There is no other 
choice tor the Zionist, and the lip service paid 
to halutziut by the American Zionists at the 
recent World Zionist Congress, while in effect 
torpedoing halutziut, is so soon repudiated by

the leading American Zionist organization and 
will meet the same reversal by all American 
Zionist groups. 

There is no question of Zionism involved 
atall. It is really one of Americanism. It is the 
finest kind of Americanism to want to build up 
a new, weak, democracy, whether that nation 
be Israel or Liberia or Tunisia. To hoard 
wealth and manpower is not only bad democ- 
racy and poor Americanism, it is also un- 
Jewish, ; 

The fight to elect the new president of the 
ZOA is now on. It is legitimate for any person 
to aspire to the office. It is also legitimate for 
any group to back any person for the presi- 
dency. 

But this does not mean that the election 
should take priority over the other vital busi- 
ness of the ZOA. That is why we had hoped 
that the announcements for the presidency 
might have been delayed. 

And that is why we issue the warning that 
the ZINS nor any other group formed to back 
any other candidate should seek to tie up reg- 
ions of districts of the ZOA behind any candid- 
ate. This inevitably would lead to splits in the 
ZOA at a time when such internecine action 
can be ruinous. 

Let all the candidates make their positions 
known on the questions facing the movement, 
let them travel the country speaking before 
various districts and regions, but let them or 
their backers not make secret deals to pledge 
regions or districts to any one man. 

This kind of politics has been the bane of 
the ZOA for the past decade. It has had the 
effect of making the national conventions not 
places where decisions are made and officials 
elected, but empty and listless affairs in which 
the delegates listen to speeches but take part 
in no decisive actions. 

The Post has not made up its mind on any 
candiate for the presidency of the ZOA, and 
very likely, in view of the present outlook, will 
not back any particular candidate. But it will 
take a strong position, as it always has, on 
issues. 

The Post can be alienated against any can- 
diate by his action or the action of his back- 
ers, and this is in the nature of a warning or 
a threat if you will. Let the election cam- 
paigns be conducted on a high level. It is too 
important for Zionism and the American Jew- 
ish community, to allow the fight to degener- 
at€ into a series of trades and deals conducted 
under the table. 

Let no candidate come into the convention 
with the votes already counted and the election 
only a formality. This holds true for Rabbi 
Miller and his backers and for Mr. Browdy, pro- 
vided he does come out with support, as seems 
to be inevitable, for Abraham Redelheim, Both 
Rabbi Miller and Redelheim have rendered 
years of devoted service to Zionism, and both 
are to be lauded for aspiring to the presidency. 

There are other’ potential candidates 
throughout the U. S., and all should have 
equal opportunity to be elected, an oppertunity 
which should not be denied them because they 
refuse to play the kind of politics which can 
destroy the organization, 


Press Excluded By The American Jewish Committee 


HE insistence of the American Jewish 
T Committee that it is the upholder of 
democratic processes and that its fight against 
the principles of the Maclver Report is based 
on the democratic rule of “voluntary associa- 
tion” might be respected more if the Commit- 
tee itself practiced democracy to a greater 
extent. 

Last week, the Committee announced a res- 
olution passed at its recent convention attack- 
ing the Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds, which it most certainly has a right 
to do. 

Last week also, Boris Smolar of the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency revealed that at the same 
annual convention of the Committee, Jacob 
Blaustein, president, repeated threats of with- 
holding funds from Israel if the Committee’s 
resolution passed last tall in Chicago against 
halutziut et al, were not adhered to. This too 
is the Committee’s prerogative. 

But if the Committee is so democratic, that 
it almost alone of all American Jewish organ- 
izations must fight for the theory it has devised 
of “voluntary association,” then why is the 
press excluded from the annual conventions of 
the Committee? 

Why must the press wait several weeks 
before actions of that conventions are an- 
nounced? 

The suspicion must be warranted that the 


Committee, unlike the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds, unlike the Zionist 
Organization of America and other national 
Jewish groups, has closed its doors to the press 
because it has something to hide. 

In the past five to ten years, The Post has 
seen the conventions of almost all national 
Jewish organizations thrown open to the pub- 
lic. This is as it should be. 

The committee may be setting itself above 
the American Jewish community. It may be 
committing the same mistake that the Reform 
movement made fifty years ago when it de 
veloped into a closed unit and therefore, as it 
now admits, alienated the millions of Jews who 
streamed into the U. S. just before and after 
the turn of the century. 

Democracy is a two-way street, 

Let the Committee invite the press to its 
annual conventions. Let the speeches made by 
Committee members advocating certain views 
pass the test of democratic inspection, and the 
Committee itself will benefit most. 

What is wrong with closing its conventions 
to the press is the same thing that is wrong 
with the Committee’s new theory of “voluntary 
organization.” Neither has any faith in the 
democratic processes, and both call for unre- 
stricted freedom of action, which is nothing 
more than a demand for license and a refusal 
to abide by democratic discipline.

names. 

“The Talmud says, ‘Positive or 
perhaps, it is best to be positive.’ 
As long as you are not positive 
that one or the other party is 
correct, and as long as publica- 
tion of names may do injury to 
even one person, the positive 
thing to do is to refrain from pub- 
lication of such matters, and you 
will be positive not to injure the 
reputation of any rabbi, you will 
be positive not to provide fuel 
and ammunition for anti-Semites, 
and you will not be lending your 
good name and reputation to 
rabbinical associations or groups 
who have been known to play 
inner politics and favoritism, and 
who have been proven wrong 
on many. occasions in the past. 

“I know that your good paper 
is a valiant fighter for the best 
interests of the Jewish Commu- 


nity at large, and that you will 
agree with me that publication 
of such internal information can 
only injure the already tenuous 
position of the Jewish Commu- 
nity in America. Is it too much 
to expect each rabbinical associas 
tion to deal with its chaplaincy 
problems and discipline of its 
members in a more decorous 
and quiet manner. They adopt 
a “sha-sha” policy on many 
other matters, why “shout” about 
this one.”

FIRST as to the Rabbinical As- 
sembly. The notice of suspension 
of the four rabbis was not sub- 
mitted to The Post for publica- 
tion. We picked it up from the 
Bulletin of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly and so Stated. 

Then Mr. Spevack makes the 
charge by open innuendo that 
the “rabbinical associations ... 
have been known to play inner 
politics and favoritism” and that 
this might be responsible for the 
suspensions. This charge is 
ridiculous. The chaplaincy com- 
mittee of the RA is above re- 
proach and is concerned with 
supplying the men to give spirit- 
ual guidance to the Jews in the 
armed service on as fair basis 
as possible.

MRS. STRAUS SAYS HER HUSBAND IS 
HIGHEST RANKING JEWISH CHAPLAIN

In your issue of Jan. 4, under 
the heading “With the Rabbis,” 
you state that Chaplain Joshua 
Goldberg recently became the 
first Jewish Chaplain in the his- 
tory of the U.S. Navy to attain 
the rank of Captain. 

Nov. 10, 1945, the U. S. Navy 
conferred on my husband, H. 
Cerf Straus, the rank of Cap- 
tain. He is the highest ranking 
Jewish chaplain in the armed 
forces of the U S. 

It may also interest you, that 
on Dec. 7, 1941, he was the only 
Jewish chaplain in the U. S. 
Navy. On that morning he was 
at the Pearl Harbor Navy Yard, 
dodging strafing during the at- 
tack. 

May I quote frem_ Blake 
Clark’s book, “Remember Pearl 
Harbor,” p. 72. “The Naval hos- 
was filled in a hurry, overflow- 
ing to the outdoors, to the city 
and plantation hospitals, until 
every available cot, nurse and 
doctor was busy. 

“While the strafing continued, 
Chaplain Straus set up a 75-bed 
emergency hospital in an unfin- 
ished barracks near the harbor. 
As each wave of planes came 
over, the attendants dropped to 
the floor. Tensely the men and 
women worked. Another wave 
came and all went down, Chap- 
lain Straus with them.” 

The foregoing was just a mat- 
ter of chance. He just happened 
to be there. 

What I am proudest of is the 
fight he waged to send kosher 
food to the men overseas.

In his column, concerning Is- 
raeli General Zionists and Israeli 
Progressives, headlined, “Ameri- 
can Jews Not Ready for Union 
with any Israeli Party,” publish- 
ed in The Post of Jan. 25, 1952, 
Mr. M. Z. Frank passed judge- 
ment upon the sympathies of 
American Jews towards Israeli 
parties. 

In the concluding paragraph of 
his column he writes: “American 
Jews are not in a mood for or- 
ganic union with any party in 
Jsrael—even with the Progres- 
sive Party with whose general 
lines of policy most American 
Jews sympathize.” Why Mr. 
Frank came to this conclusion, 
is obvious from the same col- 
umn, where he says frankly, that 
he is “a sympathizer of the Pro- 


gressive Party.” Why most 
American Jews sympathize with 
the Progressive Party—Mr. 


Frank does not bother to explain. 

I am not aware of any develop- 
ments of facts, either in the past 
or in the present, that have vin- 
dicated Mr. Frank’s statement. 
If one should judge on the basis 
of the general climate of opinion 
prevailing among American Jews 
and Zionists, one could easily 
gather that the average American 
Zionist and Jews are inclined to 
support the demands and plat- 
form of the Israeli General Zion- 
ist Party, as presented by the 
Party both during the municipal 
and parliamentary elections as 
well as expressed by its spokes- 
men in the Knesset on many 4if- 
ferent occasions. 

Most American Jews support 
the Israeli General Zionists in 
their demands in the economic 
sphere, because they believe in 
private initiative, capital invest- 
ment, liberal economy, etc., as 
well as in their other demands 
for a non-partisan national school 
system, non-political civil service, 
depolitization of the trade unions, 
sick-funds and the separation be- 
tween Church and State. 

As for the Progressive Party, 
I, frankly, do not see anything 
to justify its existence in Israel. 
Since the small Progressive group 
split off from the Israeli General 
Zionist Party three years ago, it 
did not present any new program 
which would distinguish it from 
the General Zionists and thus 
make its independent function- 
ing necessary. 

If one compares the programs 
and platforms of both parties, 
one can hardly find any differ- 
ence. It has been rightly pointed 
out time and again that the only 
difference between the Progres- 
Sives, who stand on the same 
platform, which they copied from 
the General Zionists, and between 
the latter is, that when it comes 
to a test, the Progressives do 
not stand up to this platform. 

On what basis, then, does Mr. 
Frank maintain that most Ameri- 
can Jews sympathize with the 
Progressives in particular, is 
hard to fathom. 

It is rather suprising that Mr. 


Frank and a few others like him 
continue to repeat the nonsense 
about an “organic union” with 
parties in Israeh Did the Ameri- 
can General Zionists ever decide 
to unite with the Israeli General 
Zionists organizationally? 

It is a well known fact that 
the ZOA in its Atlantic City re- 
solution and in previous resol- 
utions adopted by its National 
Executive 
with the General Zionists in Is- 
rael, but only expressed its ideo- 
logical solidarity with them, 
thing which is actually not new, 
since the ZOA is a General Zion- 
ist organization and has always 
supported the General Zionists 
in Israel.

Congratulations! Though Mrs. 
Helen Cohen’s column of Jan. 20 
was her first I have read, I found 
it thoroughly satisfying. It is

It is only a pity that derogatory 
statements. about honored men 
should be offered to the public 
when they are no longer able to 
rebut the imputation, and when 
friends should be called upon for 
their defense, after they have 
already passed from the scene, 
to give their final accounting to 
a higher Judge than petty men.

Your editorial regarding com- 
munity-owned versus privately- 
owned newspapers was of great 
interest to me. 

The premise you assume that 
the question of these two alter- 
natives is’ one which should be 
considered by the Jews in the 
United States is a false one, I 
believe. Actually, under ideal 
conditions, a community should 
maintain both since one comple- 
ments the other. 

There is no disputing the fact 
that a_ privately-owned paper 
has the complete freedom of ex- 
pression, the complete freedom 
to criticize which often is so 
badly needed. This, however, is 
the only place where the com- 
munity-owned newspaper does 
not hold its own although many 
a heated argument or construct- 
ive criticism has appeared in 
the letter-to-the-editor section. 

In the field of education and 
service to the community, a 
community newspaper can, if 
properly edited, do the better 
job since the tremendous energy 
spent in making it pay (as is 
necessary in the case of a pri- 
vate publication) is not thus ex- 
pended but rather can be direct- 
ed in improving its content. 

For example, the Jewish Fed- 
eration of Waterbury publishes

N recent weeks we have had oc- 

casion to discuss in this cor- 

ner the growing cleavage between 
the American Jewish commun- 
ity and the Jews of Israel. Indi- 
cations of the seperation multiply 
almost every day and on almost 
every front. The impatient critic- 
ism and fault-finding in which 
Ben-Gurion and other Israel lead- 
ers indulge at the expense of 
American Jews are but symptoms 
of the conditions. ety American

The immediate cause of this 


division should be clear; there 


are similiar movements elsewhere 


in the world—wherever American 
economic aid is proffered to less 
fortunate countries. The United 
States failed to learn the lessons 
of the years that followed World 
War I, but it is beginning to be- 
come clear now that Marshall 
Plan aid, Point Four assistance, 
American bank loans, bring in 
their wake only dislike for Ameri- 
ca, to use a mild term. The recip- 
ient of charity seldom feels grate- 
ful for aid administered—only 
envy and sometimes hatred bred 
of that envy. The American dol- 
lar spent abroad may be bolster- 
ing tottering economies and 
strengthening sagging democrac- 
ies, but it is not winning friends 
for America.

OMPARABLE is the relation- 
iship between American 


Jews and the Jews of Israel. For- 
tune has placed us in the posit- 
ion of benefactors; fate has put 
them in the position of recipients. 

From the Israeli points of view 
they have undergone immense 
hardships and have suffered end- 
lessly, not for themselves alone 
but to bring to fruition an his- 
toric goal of Jewish destiny. 

American Jews have, for the 
most part, stood on the sidelines 
and watched; they have applaud- 
ed liberally, they have tossed 
coins to the winners, but they 
have failed to identify themselves 
personally with the great achieve- 
ment of the creation of the state. 
Even their financial support, 
many Israelis feel, is half-heart- 
ed, and has to be elicited with 
circuses, sideshows, free trips and 
all the professional ballyhoo of 
the fund-raiser, 

The American Jew, in turn, re- 
sents the carping criticism from 
Israel, the apparent air of super- 
iority, the lack of gratitude. He 
sees Israelis retreating into a 
narrow provincialism, They fail 
completely to understand Ameri- 
can Jewry. 

Almost nothing is being done 
to arrest this serious deterior- 
ation in the relationship between 
the two communities. From week 
to week and month to month 
since the creation of Israel | the 
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situation has become worse, 
Every fresh statement on either 
side merely widens the gap. Many 
of Israel’; visitors to these shor. 
es contribute to the drift, and 
many of those engaged in fund. 
raising for Israel, wittingly or 
unwittingiy, serve to undermine 
Jewish unity. 
& 
IS time that someone with 


influence and prestige, or some 
organization with mass follow. 


ing, gave voice to an appeal for & 


reason, and a truce in the war 
of nerves. 


It is significiant that the Les. 
sing Rosenwald and his American 
Council for Judaism have found 
it profitable to stand aside for a 
while and let the battle rage on, 
A split between Israel and world 
Jewry, more deep and effective 
than the Council could ever have 
achieved, is being created by the 
principals themselves. 

An appeal to reason, fervently 
enunciated and widely publicized 
is only the first step. More Is. 
raelis who come to America must 
do so with open minds, and must 
be helped to understand the mood 
and the philosophy of American 
Jewry. It is also necessary that 
more American Jews must go to 
Israel and take up _ residence 
there. 

Israelis must get to know us 
not only as rich tourists, but also 
as Jews who have a personal in- 
terest in the Jewish State. Is. 
real must number in its popul- 
ation not only Eastern Europeans 
and Orientals, but Jews from 
Anglo-Saxon countries as well. If 
American Jews stand aloof and 
act patronizing, we cannot com: 
plain that we are not understood, 

There is a handful of Ameri: 
can Jews in Israel today, but they 
are not sufficient in number ap 
preciably to affect public sen 
timent there. American Jews are 
needed in Israel today if for no 
other reason than to strengthen 
the tenuous thread which still 
holds the two communities in 
some sort of relationship, With- 
out such strengthening the cord 
will reach the breaking point~ 
and history will record that we 
went our different ways.

saying “This entire case has caused me considerable 
distress, but I’m convinced there was no adult influ- 
ence” in the club. 

Meanwhile, a survey taken by The Post among 
Jewish and non-Jewish residents of the Olney High 
School neighborhoc% reveals that most of the resi- 
dents are “horrified” by the disclosures, and place 
the blame on a “tew rotien apples” in the student 
body and their parents. 

One of the neighbors, the only one who permitted 
his name to be used, was Walter Mueller, a capenter, 
who lives one block from the school. Mueller, of 
German descent, blamed lack of parental restraint 
for the “vandalism and Hitlerism.” 

A member of the Olney High School student coun- 
cil, however, said neither he nor other members had 
any inkling that a “Hitler club” even existed. He 
said that only once did he see a swastika armband, 
and then the wearer was “only horsing around.” 

Another neighbor, proposed a “Comunist-in- 
spired” theory, saying that rabble rousers were using 


the situation to create inter-group antagonism, In 
support of his theory, he said the vandalism has 
been directed towards Lutheran and Catholic 
churches as well as Jewish institutions and individ- 
uals, and towards properties having no denomina- 
tional connection. 

One Jewish merchant, agreeing with District 
Attorney Diiworth’s “minimization” of the incidents, 
said he never had been bothered with anti-Semitism, 
even during the days when the area was reportedly 
a hotbed of Bund activities. 

Soken, meanwhile, declared community tension 
rather than an organized, adult-motivated movement 
was responsible for the vandalism. 

He said “There was no evidence any pro-Nazi 
leaflets were distributed (or that) such leaflets ex- 
isted.” Only ten Olney students of the entire studen! 
body admitted knowing anything about the leaflets, 
and even these could not prove they had ever seen 
any, he asserted. 

The vandalism, Soken concluded, was committed 
by a “small group of misguided boys who were not 
good or desirable students.”

Under the new policy, the Is- 
raeli pound will have three ex- 
change rates. For the purchase 
of wheat and other essential 
foods, the current rate of $2.80 
to the pound will be retained. 

The exchange for tourists, in- 
stitutions and diplomats will be 
$1.40 to the pound. This will also 
be the rate for the import of 
meat, fish, coffee, tea, pharmaceu- 
tieals, seeds and fertilizers, which 
means domestic prices on these 





iiems will be virtually doubled. 

The rate for investors will be 
One Dollar to the pound. Invest- 
ors no longer will be required 
to turn over to the Treasury a 
dollar at the official rate of ex- 
change for every dollar’s worth 
of non-payment imports. Export- 
ers will be allowed to keep part 
of the proceeds of foreign cur- 
rency from overseas sales, for 
the purchase of raw materials. 
They will also be allowed to bring 
in raw materials as non-payment 
imports. 

Preference in imports will be 
given to the import of essential 
foodstuffs and items needed for 
food production and agricultural 


expansion.
